A PORTHCAWL 
drug dealer has 
been ordered to 
pay back £92,000 
he made from his 
criminality. 

Thomas Hughes, aged 
64, of Porthcawl, was 
jailed for seven years 
in February of this year 
after pleading guilty to 
possession with intent to 


supply a controlled drug 
of class A, cocaine, and 
two money laundering 
offences. 

Hughes appeared at 
a Proceeds of Crime 
Act hearing in Cardiff 
Crown Court on Friday. 
(April 12) 

The court heard he 
had a benefit figure of 
£142,735.55 and an 
available amount of

£92,000. He was ordered 
to pay £92,000 within 
three months or face an 
additional 18 months in 
prison. 

As part of Operation 
Delta, officers from 
the Organised Crime 
Unit in Bridgend, along 
with the Porthcawl 
Neighbourhood Policing 
Team, carried out drugs 
warrants at three address 
in Porthcawl, on March 
23,2018. 

A large amount of 
drugs and money were 
found in a safe inside 
a property rented by 
Hughes. Officers seized 
£30,000 in cash from 
the property, along with 
800 grams of cocaine 
which has an estimated 
street value of between 
£32,000 and £80,000. 

Detective Inspector 
Ricky Price said: 

“This was another very 
successful proactive 
operation carried out by 
the Organised Crime 
Unit, which has resulted 
in a significant quantity 
of drugs being seized in 
Porthcawl. 

“Our financial investi¬ 
gators are committed to 
investigating the finan¬ 
cial affairs of criminals 
to determine the extent 
of their profits. The 
public can really help 
us by passing on any 
information about people 
who may be making a 
living off their criminal 
lifestyle. Generally, 
these people are clearly 
seen to spend more than 
their apparent disposable 
income. 

“I urge anyone who 
has any information on 
drug supply to contact 
us and report it on 
101 or alternatively 
call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

Man is jailed for 
driving car at people 
after football match 


A MAN has been given an 
extended sentence of 10 years 
after driving his car into 11 
young people after a football 
match in Bridgend. 

Lee Taylor (36 ) of Port Talbot, 
was sentenced at Newport Crown 
Court last week for 11 counts of 
attempted grievous bodily harm 
with intent and dangerous driving. 


He was convicted by a jury last 
month. 

Taylor was sentenced to seven 
years imprisonment for the 
attempted GBH offences and given 
an additional three years extension 
by the judge. The defendant was 
also disqualified from driving for 
six years.

Two new primary schools 
are now officially open

TWO new primary 
schools have been officially 
opened in Bridgend county 
borough during the last 
fortnight. 

Celebrations were held at both 
Pencoed Primary School and 
Ysgol Gynradd Gymraeg Calon 
Y Cymoedd, which are among the 
six new schools to be built locally 
within the last five years. 

The new Pencoed Primary 
School has been built on playing 
fields off Penprysg Road, a stone’s 
throw away from the school’s old 
site. The new two-storey build¬ 
ing contains everything to meet 
modem educational standards and 
extensive grounds which include a 
large playground for junior pupils, 
a soft play playground for the 
infants, a reading circle, pond and 
a large astroturf pitch. 

YGG Calon Y Cymoedd is 
the new name for the relocated 
YGG Cwm Garw, which is one 
of the county borough’s four 


Welsh-medium primary schools. 
The school has relocated from 
Pontycymer to its new home next 
door to Betws Primary School, 
which itself is less than 18 months 
old. 

As well as a new building and 
a new name, the school badge has 
also been redesigned to incorpo¬ 
rate a heart-shape to reflect the 
fact that YGG Calon Y Cymoedd 
sits at the heart of the Ogmore and 
Garw valleys. 

The doors opened for the first 
time at Pencoed Primary School 
last September, while teachers and 
pupils moved into YGG Calon Y 
Cymoedd in January. 

At the official opening, Cllr 
Charles Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for education 
and regeneration, said: “We 
are extremely grateful for the 
funding we received from the 
Welsh Government’s 21st 
Century Schools and Education 
Programme, and I would like to 
commend BAM Construction 


(Pencoed Primary) and Andrew 
Scott Ltd (YGG Calon Y 
Cymoedd) for delivering two 
extremely impressive schools. 

“The high quality of the two 
builds means that pupils and 
teachers can benefit from state-of- 
the-art learning environments. As 
a council, we are very proud of our 
school modernisation programme, 
which is supporting pupils to excel 
and fulfil their potential.” 

Council Leader Huw David 
added: “A new school is always 
a cause for celebration because it 
represents the future - the future 
of a community, the future of 
local education, and the future 
that awaits not only current pupils 
of the school but also new gener¬ 
ations who have yet to be bom.” 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has plans to 
build four new primary schools 
and one new special school over 
the next five to seven years as 
part of Band B of the Welsh 
Government programme.

Band A, £502.56, 
£1,215.09; Band B, 
£586.33, £1,417.60; 
Band C, £670.09, 
£1,620.12; Band D, 
£753.85, £1,822.63; 
Band E, £921.37, 
£2,227.66; Band F, 
£1,088.90, £2,632.69; 
Band G, £1,256.41, 
£3,037.22; Band H, 
£1,507.70, £3,645.26. 

I would be interested 


to know why this 
astronomical difference 
exists. Our streets are 
not paved with gold 
(only pot-holes) as 
London’s must surely 
be, and it can be argued 
that Bridgend’s ameni¬ 
ties and attractions are 
far, far fewer than those 
enjoyed in London. 

We are constantly 
being told that London 
is an expensive city to 
live in and that London’s 
wage bill for services 
and their property prices 
are continually on the 
rise, yet we pay more for 
our services and receive 
far less. 

Whether this is due 
to being predominantly 
Labour-controlled or 
because of poor mon¬ 
etary management by 
the council, or both, is 
surely open to debate.

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Twelve-month suspension 
for Bridgend social worker 


A SOCIAL worker from 
Bridgend has been sus¬ 
pended for 12 months with 
conditions after a Social 
Care Wales hearing found 
her fitness to practise was 
currently impaired because 
of her misconduct and lack 
of competence. 

Patricia Jones, who was 
employed as a social worker 
by Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) for more than 
10 years, admitted that between 
February 2014 and Mareh 2015, 
she failed to adequately assess 
the risks posed to a number of 
vulnerable young people. She said 
that this was a result of ill-health 
whieh had adversely affeeted her 
practice. 

As a senior soeial worker, Ms 
Jones was responsible for sereen- 
ing referrals made to the social 
services department and the hear¬ 
ing was told that in four eases, she 
failed to adequately assess the risk 
to the young people involved. 

In three of the cases, rather 
than making further enquiries or 


referring the cases for assessment, 
Ms Jones inappropriately closed 
the cases with no action. 

The fourth ease involved 
three siblings, but Ms Jones only 
opened the case for one sibling, 
having failed to assess the risk to 
the other two. 

The allegations against Ms 
Jones came to light after com¬ 
plaints were made by profession¬ 
als from external organisations. 

Explaining why it found 
Ms Jones’s fitness to practise 
impaired, the committee told her: 
“We earefully assessed the level 
of insight shown within your 
written submission and your oral 
evidenee. 

“We were concerned that you 
still showed limited insight into 
the effect of your actions on indi¬ 
viduals, your colleagues and the 
reputation of the local authority 
and of the profession. 

“We were not eonfident that 
your integrity could be relied 
upon if you were to return to 
employment as a social worker at 
this point.” 

^^^ile satisfied that Ms Jones’ 
physical health eontributed to the 


defieiencies in her practice, the 
eommittee was not persuaded that 
this was a substantial eontribution. 

The committee decided to sus¬ 
pend Ms Jones from working in a 
registered social care role in Wales 
for 12 months with eonditions. 

Explaining its decision to sus¬ 
pend Ms Jones, the committee 
said: “We have concluded that 
this order best balances the need 
to protect the publie with the 
eompeting need to ensure you are 
afforded an opportunity to return 
to practise onee you have reme¬ 
diated the impairment we have 
identified.” 

The suspension began on April 
4, 2019 and will remain in plaee 
until April 3, 2020. 

Ms Jones will only be allowed 
to return to the register when she 
satisfactorily meets the conditions 
imposed by the committee, which 
include undertaking training on the 
protection of vulnerable children 
and multi-agency safeguarding. 

The three-day hearing took 
place at Social Care Wales’s 
Cardiff office from April 2 to 
April 4 2019.

Fellow Labour MP 
Ruth George congrat¬ 
ulated Mr Elmore on 
work he has done on 
the relationship between 
the internet and the 
health and well-be¬ 
ing of young people. 

She said she hopes the 
Government will take 
up the recommendations 
of an all-party group on 
the relationship between 
soeial media and young 
people’s mental health 
and wellbeing whieh is 
chaired by Mr Elmore.

Porthcawl 
revealed as 
busiest Welsh 
RNLI crew 


THE latest RNLI 
rescue figures for 
2018 reveal the bus¬ 
iest station in Wales 
was Porthcawl, 
with 112 launches. 

The volunteer crew 
also rescued more 
people than any other 
station across Wales 
- 144 people in total. 
Eight lives were saved 
by Porthcawl lifeboats, 
thanks to the crew 
coming to their aid. 

Although last 
summer’s weather was 
exceptionally good, 
this was not the main 
reason for the large 
number of launches 
as statistics showed 
there was no particular 
peak of ‘shouts’ during 
that period. The crews 
were busy throughout 
the year, responding to 
requests to launch all 
times of day and night 
and in a wide variety 
of weather and sea 
conditions. 

The Lifeboat 
Operations Manager at 
Porthcawl, Phil Missen 
MBE, said: “Our 
volunteer crew answered 
the call to launch our 
lifeboats throughout the 
year and it was a huge 
commitment by them 
and their families. 


“However, the main 
thing for us was that of 
the eight lives we saved, 
the tragedy that befalls 
families and friends at 
the loss of one of their 
loved ones was avoided. 
We also assisted 144 
people that were in 
danger before their 
situation became much 
more serious.” 

On May 1, the RNLI 
will be launching its 
Mayday campaign - 
calling on people to ‘do 
their bit, fund our kit’ 
with the charity hoping 
to raise £700,000 to 
fund the kit volunteer 
crews rely on. 

There are all sorts of 
ways to raise money for 
Mayday - from wearing 
wellies to work or doing 
a sponsored welly walk, 
to holding a bake sale 
or doing a sponsored 
cycle ride. Teachers and 
community groups are 
invited to ‘go yellow’ 
for Mayday - by either 
wearing something 
yellow or lighting up 
an iconic building. 
Anyone can register for 
a free fundraising pack 
by visiting RNLI.org/ 
Mayday. 


Man jailed for

The eourt heard, 
that on April 19, 2018 
Comelly Football 
Club were hosting a 
game against Margam 
Football elub at the 
playing field in Meadow 
Avenue, North Comelly. 
Shortly before 8pm 
police received a call 
reporting that a man had 
just driven his BMW 
into 11 people following 
an argument in the car 
park. 

Those injured were 
all young men - the 
youngest being 14 years 
old. 

Taylor fled the scene 
after the assault and 
officer arrested him 
35 minutes later in his 
home address in Port 
Talbot. 

On arrest, Taylor 
replied that he had been 
attacked and then drove 
away to avoid trouble. 
Detective Constable 
Neville Evans, offieer 
in the ease said: “Taylor 
will spend a considera¬ 
ble time behind bars for 
his deliberate aetions 
which resulted in injur¬ 
ing 11 young people.

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Education is the key 
in charity’s battle 
against bowel cancer 


Nellie the terrier 
needs to live in 
an active home 


APRIL is ‘Bowel Cancer 
Awareness Month’ and 
the charity Bowel Cancer 
UK has published shock 
findings which show that 
almost half of people living 
in Wales - 47 per cent 

- cannot correctly iden¬ 
tify the large bowel on a 
diagram. 

The charity points out that it 
is important people know where 
their large bowel is located to help 
in the early diagnosis of cancer. 

The survey commissioned by 
Bowel Cancer UK involved 4,000 
people from across the UK. 

Just over a quarter of Welsh 
adults (26 per cent) thought their 
small bowel was their large bowel, 
a common misconception. The 
remaining fifth confused their 
large bowel with their stomach 
(3 per cent), liver (3 per cent), 
pancreas (3 per cent) and kidneys 
(2 per cent), with seven per cent of 
people having absolutely no idea 
where their large bowel is. 


Willie Hamilton, professor of 
primary care diagnostics at the 
University of Exeter Medical 
School and medical advisor for 
Bowel Cancer UK, said: “These 
findings reflect that better edu¬ 
cation of our anatomy is very 
important. Not only are patients 
unaware where their organs are, 
but terms used to describe them 
are interchangeable. This makes it 
very difficult for GPs and patients 
to communicate effectively 
together.” 

Patrick Wymer (54) from 
Penarth, who has stage 4 bowel 
cancer, said: “I didn’t know where 
my large bowel was, but perhaps 
if I had. I’d have made that crucial 
doctor’s appointment earlier. 

“In hindsight, I can see that 
I had already been experiencing 
two bowel cancer symptoms, 
unexplained weight loss and 
looser stools, so if I’d known that 
the pain I’d started to experience 
was coming from my large bowel, 
it would have made explaining 
my symptoms easier to the doctor. 
Maybe my cancer could have been

detected much earlier when it was 
easier to treat.” 

Lowri Griffiths, head of Wales 
for Bowel Cancer UK, added: 
“It’s crucial that the public under¬ 
stand where their bowel is and 
how symptoms might affect them 
so they feel confident speaking to 
their GP about their symptoms. 

“When it comes to bowel can¬ 
cer, early diagnosis is crucial and 
therefore a clear conversation with 
GPs and patients is a key step to 
ensure they are referred quickly 
for further tests if needed. 

“More than 2,200 people are 
diagnosed with bowel cancer and 
900 people will die of the disease 
every year in Wales. Being aware 
of the symptoms and visiting your 
GP if things don’t feel right can 
help increase chances of an early 
diagnosis when treatment has the 
best chance of working.” 

The symptoms of bowel can¬ 
cer include: bleeding from your 
bottom and/or blood in your poo; 
persistent and unexplained change 
in bowel habit; unexplained 
weight loss; extreme tiredness for 
no obvious reason; a pain or lump 
in your tummy.

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Film is anything but Hell, Boy - but it 
could have been so much better... 


T he char¬ 
acter of 
Hellboy 

first made his big 
screen debut in 
Guillermo Del 
Toro’s beautiful 
Gothic fantasy in 
2004. 

Starring Ron Perlman 
as the titular red demon, 
both the first film and 
2008’s The Golden 
Army were immensely 
satisfying slices of 
comic book fun. 

While both director 


and actor had indicated 
that they wanted to 
close out their take on 
the character with a 
third and final film, it 
wasn’t to be. However, 
that hasn’t stopped 
Hellboy from coming 
to the big screen again, 
this under the direction 
of Neil Marshall. 

Starring Stranger 
Things' David Harbour 
in the lead, we meet 
Hellboy as he struggles 
to find his place in 
our world, being used 
as muscle to stop all 


manner of strange 
things. However, when 
the Blood Queen (Milla 
Jovovich) sets her 
sights on taking over 
the world, it’s down to 
Hellboy and the team 
around him, including 
Ian McShane’s 
Professor Broom and 
Daniel Dae Kim’s Ben 
Daimio, to stop her... 

It seemed only a 
matter of time, given 
mainstream cinema’s 
current obsession with 
consuming itself and 
all things comic book, 
that Hellboy would 
make a return to the big 
screen - the question is, 
without the talents of 
Guillermo Del Toro and 
Ron Perlman, would 
this revised take on 
the character be up to 
much? 

The answer is ‘kind 
of - if s a film that 
shows ambition and a 
degree of levity, yet 
feels undone by some 
weak storytelling, 
below-par acting 
and a messy edit that 


means that while it’s a 
diverting watch, it’s not 
something that has that 
wow factor. 

The boots of Del 
Toro and Perlman are 
big ones to fill, but both 
director Neil Marshall 
and David Harbour do a 
decent job. 

Marshall’s big screen 
career, which began so 
brightly with 2004’s 
The Descent, may not 
quite have had the legs, 
but his small-screen 
work, which includes 
helming some of the 
most visually-ambitious 
episodes of Game Of 
Thrones, has shown his 
talent. 

Here, while seem¬ 
ingly hampered by a 
limited budget (some 
CGI work is pretty 
poor), he shows a visual 
verve that’s impressive 
to see and ambitions 
that exceed the financial 
resources at his dis¬ 
posal, even if the edit¬ 
ing process hasn’t been 
particularly kind, full of 
jump cuts and moments

of logic-defiance. 

There are some 
set-pieces which are 
staged well, while he 
nails the dark humour 
of the character and the 
world around him well.

Marshall gives it a very 
good go. 

Harbour, laden with 
prosthetics, brings a 
more laconic feel to 
the character than Ron 
Perlman did, and it 
works well. He captures 
the essence of the char¬ 
acter and brings enough 
of his own sensibility 
to make his take stand 
on its own two feet, 
and while you wish the 
story would give him 
a little more to do than 
just deal with surface 
turmoil. Harbour’s 
charismatic turn is very 
enjoyable. 

Around him the per¬ 
formances are a mixed 
bag; Ian McShane 
is, as ever, great in 
the role as Hellboy’s 
surrogate father, sharing 
a superbly enjoyable 
chemistry with Harbour, 
but aside from him, 
the performances have 
the distinct aroma of 
timber. 

Both Daniel Dae 
Kim, as Ben Daimio, 
and Sasha Lane as 


Alice, an old friend of 
Hellboy, are saddled 
with weak British 
accents and characters 
that lack dimension; 
Daimio’s stoicism 
translates as banality, 
while Alice’s attitude 
translates to being 
very annoying, neither 
actor doing themselves 
justice. 

Milla Jovovich 
is perfect casting as 
the villainous Blood 
Queen - perfect in the 
sense that if you’re on a 
low-budget and looking 
for a lacklustre, one- 
note performance, she’s 
definitely your go-to, 
although in fairness 
to her, the character is 
straight from the pages 
of ‘Villainy For Idiots’. 

It’s a shame a little 
more care wasn’t taken 
over the story - it feels 
like a basic genre tem¬ 
plate - but the character 
of Hellboy deserves a 
lot more and you do 
feel that there could 
have been a really good 
film made here. 


Instead, it’s one 
where the minuses just 
outweigh the positives 
- it’s anything but Hell, 
Boy, but it could have 
been so much better. 

VERDICT: It’s no 
Guillermo Del Toro/ 
Ron Perlman effort, but 
this take on Hellboy 
was never intended to 
be. It stands on its own 
two feet and has much 
to enjoy, not least Neil 
Marshall’s direction 
and the performance 
from David Harbour 
as the titular character. 
However, it’s let down 
by some poor CGI, a 
clunky plot and limited 
characterisation. There’s 
the potential for a good 
film in here somewhere, 
but sadly it never makes 
it way to the surface. 
Average.

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The mystery of 
the missing colony 

News from the Fonmon 
Apiary with Harold Williams 


T he weather conditions 
have contrived to 
delay my first in-depth 
inspection but at last I have 
been able to do so. 

Spring is definitely here. The 
oilseed rape is in full bloom and the 
foragers are taking full advantage 
of it. 

On opening and inspeeting eaeh 
eolony I ean see that the queens are 
now stepping up their egg laying 
aetivity. There are lots of eggs to be 
seen and lots of larvae, and of eourse 
larvae that have been sealed over 
to allow them to start the proeess 
known as metamorphosis, from 
whieh they will emerge as fully-de¬ 
veloped honeybees. 

Even though we have had a fairly 
mild winter one of my eolonies has 
died out; it is not shortage of food 
that is the eause, beeause frames 
of sealed honey are still to be seen; 
there are however very few dead 
bees. This eolony had more than 
enough bees present when the winter 
slowdown oeeurred, so what has 
gone wrong? 

I will examine some of the dead 
bees to see if I ean find the answer. It 


is not at all unusual to have a eolony 
die out over the winter. The advan¬ 
tage of having more than one eolony 
is therefore fairly obvious. 

With the eolonies expanding 
rapidly and warm weather in the 
offing, swarming is almost eertainly 
going to oeeur. Can it be eontrolled? 
Well sometimes, espeeially if you are 
observant enough to read the signs 
when you earry out your eolony 
inspeetion. 

However, swarming is a natural 
part of the honeybee’s life eyele. It 
is how the speeies is preserved. So 
despite the beekeeper’s best efforts, 
you do lose out on more than one 
oeeasion. 

As ever there is a desire for a 
bountiful summer that will aid the 
bees in their pollinating and neetar 
gathering aetivities and so provide a 
erop of honey for the beekeeper. 

Let us not forget that the honey¬ 
bee’s reason for being is primarily as 
a pollinator, not as a honey provider! 
The neetar they eolleet is their 
reward from the plant for serviees 
rendered. 


Probus II Club learns about 
Bristol Channel pilots 


THE speaker at last week’s 
meeting of Barry Probus II 
Club was Master Mariner 
Terry Hogg, who gave mem¬ 
bers a very interesting insight 
into his life as a channel pilot 
serving the south Wales ports. 

He related his introduetion into sea¬ 
manship and his 18 years’ serviee as a 
eaptain of Geest banana boats, whieh 
doeked at Barry weekly for 25 years. 

In 1997 he was appointed one of 
13 pilots by ABP who had taken on 
the responsibility in 1980 for pilotage 
duties into their ports. 

Terry painted a vivid pieture of 
duties, being taken out in the Pilot 
Cutter three miles south-west of Barry 
and having to elimb some nine metres 
up a rope ladder in gale foree winds. 
He very often elimbed a further 25m 
up to the bridge, at whieh position he 
took over from the eaptain to beeame 
legally responsible for the safe passage 


of the ship to its berth in doek. 

Some of the ships for Newport are 
55,000 tons and have a length of 200m, 
draught of 10m and a width of 99 feet 
to fit into a loek width of only 100 feet; 
a six-ineh gap either side. 

He deseribed the problem as similar 
to reversing an artieulated lorry into 
a similar gap on iee, with a wind 
blowing, using an engine the size of 
a lawnmower, with the help of three 
lawnmowers (tugs) to help guide it.

semaphore 

BARRY Men’s 
Forum recently 
welcomed one of 
its members, Brian 
Mills, who gave 
a very detailed 
presentation on 
the Semaphore 
signalling system as 
used by the railway 
companies of Great 
Britain before the 
21st century. 

Brian has spent many 
years researching its 
history and has written 
two books on the topic, 
with a third one due to 
be released. His presenta¬ 
tion mainly concentrated 
on the south Wales area 
and covered the early 
days of the 18th century 
to the present. 

Signalling has always 
been important in the rail¬ 
way’s history, as without 
it safety would have been 
non-existent. Passengers 
and freight have bene¬ 
fited immensely in recent 
times due to the advent 
of 21st century technol¬ 
ogy as previously, as 
the title suggests, only 
Semaphore signalling 
existed. 

Hundreds of signal 
boxes, all manually oper¬ 
ated by levers, relayed 
the signals to train crews. 
Such was the array of 
signals given that it was 
very labour intensive. 

Today the signal boxes 
have been, or are to be, 
consigned to history 
and are in the process 
of being replaced by 12 
regional operating cen¬ 
tres (ROCs) which will 
have sole control of our 
railway system.

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Dinas Powys bypass 
route is announced 


THE Vale Council has 
announced the route for 
Dinas Powys bypass which 
will be taken forward to an 
outline business case. 

The route would run from 
the east of Dinas Powys Merrie 
Harrier junetion, re-eonnecting 
with the A4055 at the Water 
Treatment Works entrance on 
Cardiff Road. It may also include 
a new roundabout to connect it to 
Murch Crescent in Dinas Powys. 

Improvements to public trans¬ 
port and cycling and walking 
routes are also being considered. 

On Monday this week the Vale 
Cabinet approved plans to pro¬ 
gress the ‘green-pink route’ into 
the Welltag stage two process, 
which involves preparing an out¬ 
line business case for the Welsh 
Government. 

The council had been con¬ 
sidering a ‘blue route’ for the 
bypass which would have passed 
underneath Sully and joined 
Sully roundabout. It would have 
continued along Hayes Road, 
before crossing the docks from 
the Hendricks to join Ffordd y 
Mileniwm. This route has now 


been dropped from the process. 

The council’s cabinet 
also agreed to ask the Welsh 
Government for £80,000 to com¬ 
plete the Welltag stage two work, 
but will seek “alternative sources 
of funding” if Cardiff Bay fails to 
provide the money. 

A public consultation will 
be held before a full business 
case is put together. At a council 
meeting on March 7 Emma Reed, 
the council’s head of neighbour¬ 
hood services and transport, said 
a 12-week consultation could be 
launched before the summer break 
in August. 

The meeting this week heard 
that Dinas Powys Bypass Steering 
Group had sent an email to the 
cabinet two weeks ago asking 
them to suspend the decision 
but the council leader Cllr John 
Thomas said the cabinet should 
make the decision as “we have not 
heard anything since”. 

He added: “If we don’t get on 
with it, it’s going to be further 
delays.” 

Rod Harrod, chairman of the 
Bypass Steering Group said he 
was absolutely astounded at the 
Cabinet’s decision not to do a 


full cost-benefit comparison of the 
green and blue routes before any 
public scrutiny. 

He said: “In other words, 
although the consultant’s study is 
only in draft form, they are telling 
the Dinas Powys community what 
they will have - not asking for 
their comments and suggestions. 

“What is of even greater concern 
is that Dinas Powys Community 
Council unanimously requested 
the scope of the bypass routes 
be widened. This was passed by 
the Vale Council cabinet in April 
2018. They are now going back on 
their word. 

“All we want is the best solution 
for the community. We’re worried 
that the green route will be thrown 
out by the Welsh Government 
because the A4055 Cardiff Road 
from Biglis to Gladstone round¬ 
about is virtually log-jammed 
already and this won’t relieve 
anything.”

O N many occasions

I VERY much 
enjoyed reading 
the letter 

printed on behalf of 
Vale of Glamorgan 
for Europe about 
the lack of cov¬ 
erage, certainly 
any even-handed 
coverage of Brexit, 
in The GEM last 
week. 

I realise that The 
GEM is a local paper, 
with limited staff and 
resources, but to make a 
decision not to cover a 
subject that is so hugely 
important to all our 
lives; a subject which is 
to do with constitutional 
change in our country 
that will affect each and 
every one of us and the 
lives and life-chances of 
our children and grand¬ 
children, is astonishing. 

It is not just the 
people of the Vale who 
feel strongly about 
the pro-remain voice 
being heard! Living in 
Bridgend, I too have 
seen how people are 
deeply concerned about 


constituencies that had voted 
leave in the referendum. 

Logically, this should have 
resulted in Brexit on March 30 
- particularly as the decision to 
trigger Article 50 was supported 
by a large majority in the House 
of Commons. 

However, the reality is differ¬ 
ent, simply because over 70 per 
cent of Members of Parliament, 
including the Prime Minister 
herself and a number of Cabinet 
Ministers, voted remain and the 
unelected Civil Service has no 
appetite for the UK to leave the 
UK. 

This situation was seized by 
a number of very vocal pressure 
groups who have steadfastly 
refused to accept the referendum 
decision and oppose leaving the 
EU on any terms, supported by 
major television companies, who 
have gone to great effort and 
expense to interview those who 
support remain but rarely find air 
time to allow a leave view to be 
expressed. 

Negotiations to leave have 
been more of a damage limitation 
exercise than a genuine desire to 
obtain a deal on the best terms for 
the UK. 

The decision to take ‘no 
deal’ off the table has proved a 
disaster, as anyone in the business 


world who has been involved in 
any form of negotiation knows 
full well. Is it any wonder that 
the EU negotiators consider it 
unnecessary to give ground? 

It is worth reminding ourselves 
that the stated intention of the EU 
is that all members embrace the 
Euro as the single currency, all 
financial decisions including the 
setting of interest rates will be in 
the hands of a Bank of Europe, 
income tax rates, VAT rates and 
foreign policy will be agreed in 
Brussels and that a European 
Army will replace existing armies 
in member countries.

Cor Bro Ogwr’s 
spring concert 
offers a contrast 


CONTRAST and 
similarity - two 
Requiem Masses, 
one traditional and 
well-known; the 
other, a contempo¬ 
rary approach by a 
modern composer 
whom most people 
would recognise 
as the composer 
of themes of many 
TV series, films 
and musicals 
{Blackadder, Red 
Dwarf, The Vicar of 
Dibley). 

Howard Goodall has 
won a number of awards 
for his astonishingly 
broad output and in his 
Requiem Mass ‘Eternal 
Light’, composed in 
2008, he chose to ‘strip 
down the Latin text’ of 
the traditional medieval 
church Mass for the 
Dead. 

He took poems of 
the past 500 years, a 
well-known hymn and 
interpreted a moving 
poem by Ann Thorp 
entitled ‘Belief. 

Goodall wrote that he 
wanted to underline a 
sense of solace for the 
grieving, compassion 
for the despairing and 
attempt to assist in the 
process of recovery. So 
this is a work for the 
living. 

It has not been an 
easy piece for Cor 
Bro Ogwr to learn as 
two sections are sung 
extremely fast, but the 
piece as a whole is an 
uplifting sing and it’s 
always a refreshing 
challenge to learn con¬ 
temporary works. 

Our other Requiem 
is by Faure, composed 
between 1887 and 1890. 
It is different from typ¬ 
ical Requiem settings; 
‘Pie Jesu’, a well loved 
and moving movement. 


replaces the ‘Dies Irae’ 
and the final movement 
‘In Paradisum’ is part of 
the burial liturgy. 

Faure wanted his 
work to be ‘dominated 
by a very human feeling 
of faith in eternal rest’ 
which sits well with 
Goodall’s ‘Belief 
movement - ‘faith being 
the antidote to despair’. 

We have two soloists: 
soprano Victoria 
Adams, who studied 
at Liverpool Hope 
University and the 
Royal Conservatoire 
of Birmingham and is 
now studying for her 
Masters at the Welsh 
International Academy 
of Voice under Dennis 
O’Neill. 

Ian Howarth, bari¬ 
tone, is our conductor’s 
father and we are 
delighted to welcome 
him on stage with 
us. Ian read music at 
Cambridge University 
where he specialised in 
singing. After entering 
the Methodist ministry 
he continued singing 
and is currently a mem¬ 
ber of the CBSO chorus 
and studies with Julian 
Pike at the Birmingham

YES Cymru 
Penybont, a local 
cross-party group 
campaigning for an 
independent Wales, 
has reproduced the 
famous ‘Cofiwch 
Dryweryn’ mon¬ 
ument on the wall 
of Ella Riley sweet 
shop on Nolton 
Street in Bridgend, 
following recent 
vandalism to the 
original just out¬ 
side Aberystwyth. 

‘Cofiwch Dryweryn’ 

- or in English 
‘Remember Tryweryn’ 

- was originally painted 
following Parliamentary 
approval for Liverpool 
city council to flood 
the Tryweryn valley to 
create a reservoir giving 
the city of Liverpool 
access to Welsh water. 

The controversial 
decision was given 
without consultation 
with Welsh local 
authorities amid fierce 
opposition from almost 
all Welsh Members of 
Parliament and local 
communities. 

The original 
monument, which 
was painted on 
stone on the A487 at 
Llanrhystud just outside 
Aberystwyth by jour¬ 
nalist and author Meic 
Stephens, has suffered 
numerous attacks over 
the years, including 
being painted over and 
more recently an effort 
was made to pull the 
stone structure down. 

The campaign group 
who painted the mural 
stated that they expect 



more tributes to the 
original across many 
Welsh communities, 
and that already many 
people in Bridgend have 
visited the painting with 
social media interest 
running high. 

Bridgend town 
councillor and owner of 
Ella Riley sweet shop, 
Freya Bletsoe said: “It’s 
a real honour to be part 
of the Yes Cymru team 
to paint the first ever 
‘Cofiwch Dryweryn’ 
art work outside the 
original one. 

“We will remember 
the flagrant disregard 
that Westminster 
had for Wales, as it 
seems that sadly very 
little has changed in the 
intervening years. The 
struggle to retain our 
culture, our history, our 
heritage continues and 
grows every time it’s 
attacked and vandalised.

History society 
hears about 
skinny dipping in 
Porthcawl - 
200 years ago! 


THE AGM of the 
Bridgend and 
District Local 
History Society took 
place on April 10, 
where the commit¬ 
tee agreed to stand 
again in their roles 
and were unani¬ 
mously re-elected. 

There followed two 
short talks by mem¬ 
bers. The first, by Ian 
Hutchinson, covered the 
Weare House at Newton, 
Porthcawl, from the 17tli 
century, when Newton 
was a busy port, to the 
19th century when the 
Weir House became the 
Newton Bathing House, 
rented by the week for 
bathing parties. 

Ian shared Donovan’s 
account of his travels 
in the area in the early 
1800s when he and his 
companions came across 
a large party of ladies 
bathing naked and were 
assured that such prac¬ 
tices were very prevalent 
in these parts. The house 
is, alas, no more. 


John James gave 
an account of Cyril 
Kieft, a local engineer 
and entrepreneur now 
largely forgotten. Kieft 
set up the first factory 
on the industrial estate 
post-World War 2 mak¬ 
ing household items in 
aluminium following an 
illustrious career as a 
manager in a major iron 
and steel works. He also 
diversified into a number 
of other areas such as 
manufacturing ladies’ 
clothing. 

However, his first love 
was motor sport and in 
the late 1940s and 50s he 
built and raced his own 
Formula Three cars with 
some notable successes. 
He even built a Formula 
One car in 1954 which 
through various compli¬ 
cations at the time, only 
competed 20 years later 
in a historic vehicles 
race.

Operation Brake 
tackles child sexual 
exploitation 

AN operation to working in licensed 


raise awareness 
of child sexual 
exploitation within 
the night time econ¬ 
omy was carried 
out in Bridgend 
town centre last 
weekend. 

The police say child 
sexual exploitation 
(CSE) can happen to 
any child under the age 
of 18. Operation Brake 
involved South Wales 
Police licensing and 
child sexual exploitation 
teams, and also Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council’s licensing 
enforcement teams. 

Police officers and 
council officials edu¬ 
cated night workers in 
Bridgend on how to 
identify the risks of CSE. 

PC Kelly Thomas, 
Bridgend licensing 
officer, said: “This oper¬ 
ation was about working 
with our partners and 
businesses in the town 
centre to educate staff 
on the signs of child 
sexual exploitation and 
how they can help to 
prevent it. We are urging 
taxi drivers and those 


premises in our borough 
to look out for the signs 
of CSE and report any¬ 
thing suspicious to us. 

“Child sexual 
exploitation is a crime 
with devastating and 
long-lasting conse¬ 
quences for its victims. 
Victims are manip¬ 
ulated or forced into 
taking part in a sexual 
act often in return for 
attention, affection, 
money, drugs, alcohol or 
accommodation. 

“Children and young 
people do not become 
involved voluntarily 
- they are forced into 
the situation by abusive 
adults or peers who pres¬ 
ent themselves as their 
‘friend’ or ‘boyfriend’. 

“I would urge anyone 
who suspects a child 
may be at risk of sexual 
exploitation - not just at 
night - to report it to us 
so we can act.” 

Members of the public 
can call the police on 
101 or, if they suspect 
a child is in immediate 
danger, they should call 
999.

JONATHAN Tudor’s son. 
Jack Tudor, aged 16, is at 
present making a name for 
himself as a promising young 
rider - here we look back to 
the time his father saddled 
a hat-trick of winners at the 
Monmouthshire course in 2015 
which is no longer used for 
point-to-point racing... 

Merthyr Mawr’s Jonathan Tudor 
was able to boast that he rode several 
hat-tricks as a rider, and now, after the 
Monmouthshire Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases at Llanvapley, he can 
boast that he has had a hat-trick as a 
trainer. 

The first leg of Jonathan’s treble 
was initiated when Repeat Business, 
the odds-on favourite, landed the 
men’s open race by 10 lengths from 
Knockgraffon King. 

Owner Jeff Bird was holidaying in 
Cyprus so Jonathan gave him a run¬ 
ning commentary of the final circuit on 
his mobile phone. Good job he didn’t 
give him a full commentary as winning 
rider James Tudor, Jonathan’s cousin, 
said: “He missed every fence apart 
from the last two and those he flew.” 

Hector Worsley rode Jonathan’s 
next winner Always A Chance which 
proved too speedy for Driftwood Haze 
in the restricted race. However, Tudor 
was back in the saddle on Banned In 
Bhutan for the second division of the 
split open maiden race. 

An early faller in its previous race, 
this syndicate horse, bought from 
National Hunt jockey Paul Moloney, 
won by six lengths from the pacemak¬ 
ing Earth Tremor who was finishing in 
the runner-up’s spot for the fourth time 
on the trot. 

The biggest cheers of the day were 
for Beth Roberts’ 14-year-old Chesnut 
Annie who, partnered by Carmarthen’s 
Emma Mosley, won the ladies’ open 
race. 

Chesnut Annie, a 7-1 chance, who 
tried to break away from the field was 
overtaken by the odds-on favourite 


Lauberhorn and Fine Resolve in the 
closing stages.But by the time the last 
fence was reached, she had got back in 
the race and was about half-a-length 
behind the fast finishing Lauberhorn 
who came down leaving Chesnut 
Annie to score by a length from Fine 
Resolve. 

Chesnut Annie, who was winning 
over the course for the sixth time, has 
now won 37 point-to-points and two 
hunter chases. 

Fine Resolve’s rider, Rachel 
Leyshon, took the first division of 
the maiden on Simon Jones’ Stainless 
Steel. Simon, who hails from Maesteg, 
and runs a pet cemetery in the area. 

Matthew Barber, riding his father 
Gary’s Kimora, the 5-1 outsider of 
four, took the opening intermediate 
race. 

A nine-year-old bay mare by Bach, 
Kimora is trained by Matthew’s older 
brother Marc. 

Ben Hicks, aged 20, will always 
remember his first ride in Wales as he 
chalked-up his first winner in just four 
rides when landing the young horse 
open maiden race on Triple Brandy 
which got home by half-a-length from 
the pacemaking Sahara Haze. 

Ben rides out for Warren Greatrix at 
Lamboum and on this showing more 
wins will certainly be coming his way. 

*Jonathan Tudor rode his first 
winner on his 18th birthday on his 
own horse. Bright Hope, at the South 
Pembrokeshire meeting in 1983. 

Jonathan, who played hooker for 
Cowbridge RFC seconds, chalked up 
more than 70 winners between-the 
flags, the last of them being Ollardale 
at the Golden Valley in 1999. The 
highlight of his race riding career was 
winning the Times Hunter Chase at 
Towcester on his St Helen’s Boy in 
1998. 

Another highlight was when he 
set a personal seasonal’s best of 10 
wins which won him the Bill Jones 
Memorial Trophy for the leading rider 
in south Wales.

hooker Lee Murphy and 
back row forwards Sean 
Williams and man of the 
match and captain Ben 
Howe prominent. 

This resulted in a 
15-metre line out pen¬ 
alty. Murphy found lock 
Ben Cording and another 


well-coached driving 
maul saw scmm half 
Aled Thomas cross to 
level the scores at 19-19 
and record the Athletic’s 
50th league try this 
season. 

The Athletic scmm 
also steadied with Wayne 
Looks, Matthew Muir 
and replacement front 
row forwards Matthew 
Norman and Nathan 
Holman consolidating, 
with Jonathon Stoker 
adding extra bulk at lock. 

On the hour mark, Joes 
were caught offside in 
front of their posts. In 
such a tight game, the 
Athletic decided to go 
for goal and Bevan duly 
obliged to give his side a 
narrow 22-19 advantage. 

Joes had a period 
of pressure inside the 
Athletic 22 but excel¬ 
lent defence kept them 
at bay. The siege was 
ended when, five metres 
from his try line, Bevan 
intercepted and ran 
towards halfway. A 
potential try-scoring 
long pass to flying wing 
Will Barraclough was 
judged forward with 
Barraclough clean away. 

This was Bevan’s last 
involvement as he hurt 
his knee and was replaced 
for the final 15 minutes 
by veteran outside half 
and baeks coach Stuart 
Morris. Morris used his 
experience and tmsty left 
peg to keep Joes inside 
their own half and having 
to attempt to attack from 
distance. A well-drilled 
Athletic defence ensured 
they were to preserve 
their 10-match winning 
mn with a narrow 22-19 
victory. 

Team manger Paul 
Heame commented: “We 
ground out a win playing 
too much mgby in the 
wrong areas especially 
near the end of the game. 
Man of the match was 
captain Ben Howe.” 

The Athletic’s season 


can be split into two very 
contrasting halves. After 
nine games, their playing 
record was P9, W3, L6, 
PF 145, PA 192, TF 15 
TA 25, positioned 10th in 
the league with 14 points. 
Following a humiliating 
35-8, five-try dmbbing at 
Llantrisant on November 
24 came a Damascus- 
type turn around. 

Coaches John Apsee, 
Stuart Morris, David 
Williams and Gerald 
Williams made two big 
decisions that completely 
changed their side’s 
fortunes. Last season’s 
big and speedy youth 
back row of Tom Davies, 
Will Barraclough and 
Owain Leyshon were 
struggling for game time 
with established incum¬ 
bents Ben Howe, Sean 
Williams and Ben Davies 
difficult to dislodge. The 
solution to shore up a 
leaky back division was 
to move Davies to centre 
and Barraclough and 
Leyshon onto the wings. 

The second decision 
was to return from the 
Brewery Field to the 
club’s natural home at 
Newbridge Fields. The 
team never looked baek 
and their playing reeord 
in the final 13 games 
was W12, LI, PF 269, 
PA 144, TF 35, TA 21 
and 51 league points in 
those games, with all 
six games at Newbridge 
Fields won, including 
a role-reversal 45-9 
defeat of Llantrisant. 
Davies, Barraclough and 
Leyshon contributed 11 
tries in the season’s com¬ 
plete change of fortunes.
